Considering, that the maintenance of a 
good police, as well as the preservation of 
peace and good order exact that We, (as 


| being cbarged by the 20th article of the 


Regulation on tbe Conduct to be pursued 
by the Government of this Island, to watch 
over the proper exercise of religion, and 
to maintain tbe laws and regulations wbich 
on that head already exist, or may be 
made, not being contrary to the fundamen- 
tal law,) to make our intent and meaning 
hereby known and manifest, in order to 
serve as information to those persons who, 
whether from their own accord, or by the 
advice of others, already have, or hereaf- 
ter may wisb to separate themselves from 
the Jewish Congregation, so that each and 


‘every such person may reflect on his mude 


af acting, and guard himself against the 
pernicious consequences to which his own 
conduct raay expose bim ; not perhaps be- 
Cause he intends embracing any other re« 
ligion, which is a matter: on: which ‘the 
Government cannot, nor wìll not enter, but 
through tbe infringements, which in regard 
to divine service, or the church institutions 
of the Jewish Society of this island, in 
force, might take place. For the above 
reasons We have thought proper to de- 
clare and rmake manifest, as.we do here- 
by declare and make manifest; for the:iu- 
formation of whomsoever it may concern : 
Firs. That, whereas only one Jewish 
Congregation can subsist in this colony..No 
otber inhabitants can nor will be consider- 
ed as Jews, than such as are subject to the 
“Escamoths” or church regulätioris of tbat 
community ; and tbat those who have se- 
parated, or may hereafter separate them- 
selves from said community, shall not be 
allowed to enjoy tbe privileges granted to 
Jews, but will stand on an. equat-footing 
with the other inhabitants, not belonging to 
the Jewish Congregation, and be consider- 
ed as such. 
„… Secondly-…T'hat the exercise of the Jew- 
ish religion, sball not be allowed to be per- 
formed in any other manner wbatsoever, 
than agreeably to the limitations and pre- 
scrtptions of the aforesaid church regulations 
And the Parnassim and Treasurer of tbe 
Jewish society in this’ island, will be noti- 
fied in writing, to give us à statement or 
list of the names of those who have alrea- 
dy separated themselves, or may yet sepa- 
rale themselves, to serve as an information 
and guidance in future cases, and for the 
purpose of making the Councillor Fiscat 
acquainted with the same,-in order to be. 
better enabled, in the present circumstan= 
ces of times, to be watchful fur. the main- 
tenance of a good police. '

The demonstrations of joy, and the enthusi- 
âsm of the inbabtitants was excessive. ‘The 
congrätalations; (para bienes) continued three 
days; the iluminations were ancommoniy bril- 
liant; end his ezcelleney the governor guve 
three successive balls to ‘the’ inhabitante, the 
fast of wbich, on the 17th, concluded the eere- 
mony. 

If we may judge from the enthusiasm evinced 
by the iphabitaats of Porto Rico on the occu-

ST. THOMAS. 


June 2, 1820 —His Britannic Majesty’s fri- 
gate Euryalus, captain Huskinson, arrived here 
yesterday from St. Kitt’s,and sailed this morn- 
ing for England ;—on weighing anchor she fired 
a salate, which wus returned from Fort Chris- 
tian. 

The Spanish schoaner Josefa, from La Guy- 
ra,(a regular trader between that and this pert,) 
wus captuted yesterday, off this island, by an 
insurgent privateer, ‘The Josefa is said to have 
had a valuable cargo on board, and also 16 pas- 
sengers chiefly friars, wh» were coming to chis 
island for the purpose of procuring passages to 
Porto Rico. 

June 6—H. B M. ship Salisbury, bearing 
the flag of His Excellency rear-admiral Wil- 
liam Charles Fahie, C. B. arrived here this 
day from the windward ; on coming to enchor 
she saluted the flag which was returned from 
Fort Christian.

Proclamation of the Constitution in Havanna. 





Baltimore, May 13.—By the brig George P. 
Stevenson, from the Haranns, we have received 
from an esteemed correspondent there the fol- 
lowiag letter, giving the particalers of the e- 
vents connected with the adoption of the con- 
stitotion at thst place, 

«« Havanna, April 19.—I wrote'yoa on the 
16th inst. giving an account of what had taken 
place here ia consequence of the news of the 
revolution in Spain, and that the king had ac- 
cepted the Coastitation and Cortes of 1812 
(per force.) Notwithstanding the governor 
smade his appearance among the people on Sa- 
turday, the day on which the news arrived end 
appesred pleased and the people with hìm, he 
that evening mede a publication, stating tbat 
he knew no authority but the king, sad that he 
mast be obeyed, and closed with the words 
Vive le Roy only, which gave great offence to 
tbe people and soldiers. Arrangemeuts were 
then made to force the gevernor to swear to 
the coustitation and act to conformity with it. 
Oa Saturday evening « large namber of people, 
mostly young meo, assembled op the square and 
called for the troops —Soon after two regiments 
of soldiers appeared, ande deputation from the 
army and people waited on the governor and 
requested he should immediately swear to sup- 

ort the Constitution, which be refused and 
Sestieed to have until morning to thiok of it— 
this was rejected, the people immediately took 
possession of the government house end were 
aboat to offer violence to him, when he agreed 
to come on the square and swear to the Consti- 
tation, which saved his life—for had he not 
done so he would not have lived ao hour. A- 
boat this time things wore very serious aspect, 
the two regiments that were on the sqasre sent 
fora third regiment, the col, of which for « 
short time refased to march, the others were 
about ta force him, but foctunately for the 
pesce of the place, before they moved he eame 
on the squsre with his regiment; harmony was 
restored, and the people and the soldiers Fetired 
about 9 o'clock. 9 

Nezt morning the square was filled again, 

and when the intendant cama to the govern- 
ment house he was iasulted, the people declar- 
ing he should not remaia in office ; however, af- 
fer explaaatiohs they were shewn that they 
could not remove him at present agreesbly co 
the Constitution. Order having been restored, 
the governor was eworn in due form by the 
bisbop ; and all the civil suthorities, as mayor, 
councilmen, &c. who were pat out of office in 
1814, when the king put the Constitgtion dawn, 
were re instated, and those appointed by the 
king dismissed. The bishop, governor, &c. 
proceeded to the cathedral where a solemn ‘Fe 
Deum was performed. ‘They returned to the 
government house and confirmed all that had 
been done; the governor isvued an order to 
respect the Constitational authorities, end for 
rejoicinge aud illuminations for three nights — 
Tha/colonel of the regiment, who refased to 
torn out fors time, with all the officers, waited 
on the other regiments, and made s suitable 
apology, by which harmony was restored among 
the soldiers, 
. Next moroing, (Taesday) the soldiers were 
assembled on the sqoare, aad swore to the 
Constitation—last night there was a brilliant 
illamination—the streets were crowded with 
all ages and sezes, and the most perfect order 
prevailed—l speak from observation, for [ vi- 
aited almost every part of the city. When tbe 
Constitution was proclaimed in 1812, there 
was a square called—‘Place Constitations!’ — 
&ud a monument erected ia the centre with 
auitabie inscriptions—in 1814, when the Consti- 
tution was put dowa by the king, the name 
was changed: to ‘Place San Fernando,’ and the 
Éret ioscriptions taken off the monument, for 
which others were instituted; yesterday the 
square was re-baptised with great pomp, and 
the first inscriptions restored, We hear no- 
thing now but viva Ia Constitution ; the king Îs 
never mentioned, and [ am sore « man’s life 
wauld be in danger who would attempt to 
speak of him with epprobation thougb he is 
etill king. 

Vesterday about 300 sailors, who had been 
impressed and made to work in the arsenal 
without pay, were ordered to be released, and 
ope or two persons, recentiy arrested for their 
goten sentiments were set st liberty. It is 

elieved that the governor wasfsvourable to the 
Constitution, but wished to await until official 
accounts were received from Spain before any 
change shoald be made here. 

April 20.— The rejoicing is all over, and alt 
classes hare returned to their different em- 
ployments. The most perfect order and bar- 
mony prevail. 





Proclamation of the Constitution. 
Pogro Rico, Mav 16. 


By order of his lordship the captain general, : 


superior politica) chief of this island, the ‘Con- 
stitational town council of the year 1814’ was 
re-establisbed this morning; the members of 
which, with tbe other enthorities and corpora: 
tions of the island, assembled with his lordship 
the captain general, proceeded to the cathedral. 
Where a solemn Te Deum was sung as an act 
of thanksgiving to the Almighty for the publica- 
cation in tbis island of the political Constitution 
of the Spanish monarchy. T'hisreligious cere- 
mony being concluded, with sil the correspond. 
irg pomp and solemaity, with the voluntary as-

semblage of the greatest part of the inhabitants, 
they returned to the council chamber, and from 
thence to government house, where ali the pub- 
lic authorities and principle military officers 
swore, in dae form, amidst the scclamations of 
the people, the oath provided for in the same 
Constitation, The artillery of the fort, and the 
vessels of war in the roads, fired the accustom- 
ed salutes during the faactións of the church, 
in which ceremony the illustrious bishop Dr. 
Don Mariaoo Rodriguez de Olmedo officiated, 
assisted by the greatest part of the clergy of 
this capital. In the afternoon the regitnent of 
Granada, the infantry end militia, the national 
corps of artillery, and the crew of the brig Fer- 
nando took the competent oath, the troops aud 
people repeating the same acclamtations in bo- 
nor of tbe Constitutión, the nation end the 
king. ek 

The lieútenant col. of the expeditionary re- 
giment of infantry of Granada addressed the 
troops in the following terms : 

Soldiers :— IF till yesterday yau considered 
yourse!ves slaves of tyranical despotism, without 
even the hope of returning some day to the 
bosom of your families, from yesterday you 
must consìder yourselves worthy members of 
the greatest of all,nations ; booyed up with the 
pleasing hope, that the hour will soon acrivg 
when your sufferings will be attended to aù 
they deserve: your own knowledge and under- 
standing will convince you of the demonstra; 
tion of these truths. How many are there a- 
mongst you have abandoged their families, 
their properties, and all that the heart of man 
delights in, aoly for the time that the king was 
a captive in France? And how have you been 
rewarded ? Exiled! which is equal ro perpetu; 
al banishment, sending you to these remote re- 
gions, under the false pretence thata time was 
fized when the corps would be relieved, which 
has never as yet been falfilled, por never 
woald. ne 

Are there any of the many enemies of your 
welfare who dure to deny these eternal truths? 
If, by misfortane, there are any, despise them, 
and answer them with boldness that you ezpect 
to receive From the paternal Constitutional go: 
vernment that which would never be given by 
an absolute king ; that in a short time you wilt 
be relieved by other citizens, seeing in your full 
discharges the honors yoa have received, the 
just premium of so much labour and privations 
that you have suffered ; that you will not be the 
toy of the caprice of bad commander:, but at 
the same time you will sabject yourselvss more 
than ever to the ezisting laws. For my own 
part, Î request and order, that the day you ob- 
serve in Me any abuses of authority, bad ad- 
ministration of justice, or interest, you will 
make it known to me, or make it public in the 
manner which is permi:ted you, Imperiously 
Ì make kaown to you, that yon must be more 
ezsct than ever in the fulfilment of your se- 
spective duties, that 1 will obserre you more 
etrictly, and will punish, as heretofore, with the 
greatest firmness, even the smallest fault in 
which I may find you. Ì 

“ Let us engrave with ind 
the following mottos: ° 

Live the Constitution. 

That is to say, Live the fundamental laws 
which govern us, which we ought to obey and 
msintain at all risks, beeause they free ua from 
the srbitrary power of men: 

Jive the Nation. 

That isftosay, Live all those who compose 
the Spanish natiou of the two hemispheres, ful! 
of hoor, glory and prosperity, as the general 
good which redounds toe nation is participated 
by all classes and individuals: 

Live the Constitutional King. 

That ie to say, May the person in whom we 
bave deposited the executiye power be happy, 
in the anderstanding that he will he the most 
powerful bulwark to sustain the obserrance of 
the Constitutional laws : 

Live Porto Rico, 

That is to say, That we annoonce and desire 
the felicity end rapid progress of the country 
in which we live, penetrated, as we are, more 
than ever, that we did not come to tyranize, 
but to unite ourselves, and open our ermstoits 
worthy sons, to sustain the integrity of the na- 
tion, defending the country from interior ene- 
mies, end punishing them in good order, end 
according to law, if, by misfortane, we should 
chance to discover any; but Ì dare to assure 
that we will find none : 

Live his Lordship the plain General Don 
Juan Vasco y Pasquat, 

By this we manifest oor acknowledgement of 
the great work which he has donein publishing 
and swearing of the Constitutin of the Spanish 
Monarchy, proclaimed by order of the general 
and eztraordinary Cortes in the year 1812, 
which act has brought to bim the good wishes 
of every person in the island, which will be 
cemented mare and more as he goes maûifest- 
ing his will and respect to the new order of af- 
fairs that has taken place.”

From them I have been «ble 
to collect, that on the Óth instant general Frey- 
re and staff left Port St, Mory's and crossed 
over to Cadiz, where, being informed of the 
ardour with which « great number of the offi- 
cers of the army and navy, us well as peopie, 
detnanded and gere labouriug for the promule - 
gation of the Cofstìtotion, and considering also 
it was oseless any longer to oppote the general 
wish, he consented, and ‘named the following 


| day tor the ceremony, In the afternoon of the 


Pha pyramidal htone wes placed in the mein 
square, and illarkinations touk place, al! which 
were authorised both by Freyre and admiral 
Villavicencio. The necessary orders were com- 
municsted to the army, hostìlities were ordered 
to cease, and thiéchange was'notified to colo- 
nel Quiroga, who was desired to send officers 
of his own choice to Cadiz, in order to concert 
measures. Quiroga complied, and sent the 
chief of his staff, Don Felipe Arcu'Aguero, and 
several offickrs of artillery. In the mean time 
the battalign of Guides composed of 400 mep, 
formed « Plot, with part of the regiments Le- 
altad and America, with «ome militie, to dis- 
turb the public rejoicing, With this view at half 
pist ten on tbe 1Oth isstant, when every thing 
was ready for the ceremony, the battation of 
lozeltad Was seen advancing up the Cale An- 
cha (Broad Streot), sending small par:ies op 
the streets of Mourguia and Sardiniito. This 
wa at the moment when the Guides hed al- 
ready reached the side of the. square, part hay- 
ing come up the Veedorstreet, and the rest by 
that of Fideo. At the same moment (hey mar- 
ed on the square, and instant!y opened s desd- 
ly fire on the assembled crowd, who seeing 
themselves so atrociously assaulted, endesvear- 
ed to obtsin arms from the perk (of ustitlery), 
but possession hsd already been taken of it, sa 
that all were killed who Îiterelly could nst gef 
fram’ the spot, and many ‘who feil into the bende 
of the soldiers of the Lealtad regiment „were 
robbed, and some killed. At the sume timen 
detachment of cavalry fell on a large concourse 
of persons sssembled at the Land-gute, wait- 
ing for the party from Lea Esla, and cut several 
down, and put the rest to flight. 

This scene of butchery lasted till three in the 
afternoon, the streets were every were cleared, 
and persons on shore from their ships were 
driven on board. Daring the whole of this tre- 
mendoys affsir, it appears Freyre had been 
guarded in his house, end compelled tn issue 
orders contrary to those of the preceding day, 
and such it is said was his situation when gen. 
Ferrez, chief of the staff, arrived in the city.— 
He immediately went to see general Freyre, 
and succeeded ìn getting him cut of the town, 
which was done with great difficulty. He ar- 
rived at port St. Mary's in the night of the 10th, 
and ordered the ceremony to be suspended 
there, but it was too late, for the two infantry 
regiments of Vallencia and Serie, and dragoons 
of the king, had aworn to the Constitution in 
Keres, and the second division of infentry io 
Chiclana, por could any homan power hare 
made them undo whet they had done. Galie- 
no Arco Aguero, and others who hud come on 
from Lon Lela, escaped miraculously, by taking 
refuge in the house af Don Jose Moral, whence 
itis said, theyweretaken ton cestel, The numbers 
killed on the 10th were 426, and about 900 
wounded, of whom some have since died. Da- 
ring the whole af the lith great fermentatioa 
wes observed among the troops, and tbe au- 
thorities too much alarmed to sct, but on that 
day no remarkable occurrĳence took place, un- 
less « mutiny among tbe dragoons del rey, who 
abandoning their officers, marched from their 
quarters, and killed an ensign who endeavour- 
ed to stop them. 

On tbe 12th the royal decree of the 7ih arri- 
ved, in which the king proclaims his accept- 
ance of the Constitation. This partly united 
and tranquillized the troops, but not entirely, 
for seeing the former orders and counter- orders, 
they watered and the people were also filled 
witb distrust, when they saw this and remem- 
bered tbe recent butchery: The 13th and 14th 
Cadiz, continued the victim ef a military tyra- 
ny, or rather of « brutal soldiery, The people, 
shat their houses, deplored theloss of friends, 
end vowed vengeance. 

March 28.— Fortunately the garrison ot Ca- 
dig has at length been got out of the town, and 
no doubt the public wil soon learn who have 
been the promoters and accomplices of thia 
horridcarnage. The inhabitants will have jes- 
tice done them,
